Thoro is probably no British lown of 
similar size arid population to Victoria which 
does not possess a Mechanics' Institulo and 
reading room. A corre«pondent elsewhere

But ; l is necessary to provide other 
places of recreation where those who are de- 
prived ol the social advantages ol society can 
pass a rational evening nt little cost to them- 
elves, and nmongst theso a reading room 
claims our first attention. In the courso cf 
time a library might be added to the estab- 
lishment, nnd lectures given lor the benefit of 
the institution. We cheerfully promine all 
the aid in our power towards forwarding this 
laudable undertaking, and we trust the 
HtTorls of Mr. Alston will meet with thai 
lioeral encouranement which has been ever 
extended by the inhabitants of this city to 
all measures aiming at the public good. We 
may here observe that previous attempts to 
establish a similar undertaking have failed 
purely from the efforts made by certain 
parties to make it exclusive, and wo there- 
fore hope to see working men interest them- 
selves, in the movement with a determination 
to place it on its proper legitimate basis, no 
hat the institution may belong essentially to 
the people instead of any class or olusses.
